DURING THESE PAST FEW DIFFICULT WEEKS. I INTEND TO MAKE THIS A 
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MATTER OF RECORD THROUGH MEMORANDUMS TO PER, BUT WISH TO SAY

IN ADDITION THAT PAT KENNEDY, FOR THE

4. GREATLY APPRECIATE DEPT'S EFFORTS WITH WEST GERMAN
